Tiger Tail/Beodcbn Wire 

The wire comes in differcnl thicknesses ond >s usuolly 
desenbed by numbers, which sunply meon the number of 
Steel wires enclosed with nylon cosing There is o diverse 
ronge of pneos ond typos. You don't need o needle lo use 
this wire . |ust simply thread on your beod creotion and use 
crimps to lock it oil in ploco, end don't locgei the bieh. 

This group tequirea o needle to ihreod on the beods and 
bits. Threods also hove numerous ronges of products one 
con use, such os Nymo or nyton, Whilsi they Ihreod beods, 
Ihey ore often used for ditterenl styles of icwellery.

ILIUSIONAL NECKLACE 

This is where beods ore Ihreoded onto liger toil ond 
spoced out. Crimps ore used to keep the beods in 
place. Oosp, bead tip, and spiff rings ore used to tinish 
the isackloco, plus on eslension chain is odded to vary 
Ihe length.
